A Millionaire's Adventare. 


Mr. Alexander De Vieune, a well-known 
millionaire of :Napa City, California, has 
returned froma European journey which 
he is not likely toon to forget. Mr. 
Vieune came as passenger in 
the steerage of the steamship Bur- 
gundia from Naples and Marseilles 
in the company of 485 Italian emi- 
grants. His story isa most extraordi 

one.. It appears that Mr. De Vieune left 
Napa City in September for the purpose of 
making a trip to Europe intending to visit 
Italy and spend. the winter at Nice and 
Monte Carlo. He took with him a few 
hundred .pounds and a letter cf credit for 


/an amount sufficient to cover his expenses 
while absent. He proceeded to New York 


and sailed thence in a steamer for Genoa :

northern and colder climates. Arriving in 
Genoa in October, he remained there some 
days, and made a journey through Italy, 
visiting Naples, Rome, Venice, etc. After 
two months of enjoyment of this kind, he 
took a steamer for the south of France, ahd 
age to Monte Carlo, here he settled 
own for the winter: but one night, soon 
after his arrival while on his way home 
from the Casino, where he had won a con- 
siderab'e sum, he was waylaid by some 
ruffians who had watched bis good luck. 
They robbed him not only of his winnings, 
but of his jewellery, his letter of credit 
and other papers. They stripped him and 
left him bleeding and insensible by the 
roadside where he was found by the police 
some time after.

For several years the sun has been in a/| 
quiescent condition, his surface being com- | 
paratively free from spots, and his promt. | 
nences of comparatively infrequent occur- | 
rence and insignificant proportion, The. 
great luminary has been passing through his | 
minimum sun-spots poriog ; tor the spot-pro- | 
ducing activity of the svn is governed by | 
lows that the close observation of the last 
two centuries has interpreted, while obser- 
vers are still groping the cause ef the spots 
themselves. 

It takes about eleyen years to com plete a 
sun-spot cycle, though theintervals are irre- 
gular. Each cycle includes a maximum and 
a minimum period, which are also irregular. 
The spots vary greatly in number. During 
some cycles the sun's face is never free from 
them ; during other it is unmarred for days, 
and even for months. As the last maximum 
period occurred about 1881-82, it is time to 
anticipate a recurrence of solar activity has 
already begun. 

Enormous fluctuations are taking place on 
the surface of the sun, and will be followed 
for the two or three coming years by spots 
ofevery variety. Their will be aormal spots, 
consisting of an umbra and ere and | 

ts irregular in form or gathered in groups. 
The sizes of the spots vary from five hundred 
miles: to fifty thousand miles or more, and 
they are often large enough to be visible to 
the naked eye. They may last for a few | 
days, or for weeks or months. ‘Their dis- | 
tribution is mostly confined to two zones on | 
the sun’s surface, between five degrees and { 
forty degrees of latitude north and south, | 

Other signs of solar agitation follow in the | 
wake of thesun-spots. Gigantic solar erup- 
tions, known as rosy protuberances, rise , 
from the sun’s border, like tongues of flame, |

thousands of miles. The carth bears witness 
to the disturbed state of the sw, for aurras 
flash in the heavens, magnetism reaches its | 
greatest point of oscillation, and electricity |

The sun-spot periodicity is a subject of | 
un versal interest, and little has been sound. | 
eu of its unfathomable depths. It is known | 
that the cycle is completed in about eleven | 
years, containing a maximum of quiescence; | 
that the spots are cavities in the solar pho- 
tosphere, filled with gases or vapors cooler 
than the surrounding portions; that the 
Spots move with a varying velocity, and 
that the spot-producing activity has a direct 
influence on the magnetism and electricity 
of the carth, 

The cause of the sun-spots, and the nature i 
of the mysterious tie that binds together | 
the disturbed sun and our planct, are ainong | 
the problems of the future.

As bes been expected, Mining matters are | 


receiving greater notice in this vicipity than 
for some years back, Representatives of a 
large English Mining Co. recently spent sev- 
eral days inepecting the Asbestos and Actin- 
tite deposits a short distance from this 
place, which they report as of great extent. 
After blasting in a number of places, and 
making minute measurements for report, they 
took a large quantity of samples to send to 
England. 

An American Mining Co, are expected to 
have their agente here shortly, looking up 
Actinotite. 

This Mineral is of same composition as 
Asbestos though harder, and used for many 
of the purposes for which Asbestos is now 80 
largely applied in the manufacture of paper, 
etc. The Compact Stellar variety, when 
polished is one of the most beantifal known 
for mantles and paneling, and other orna.- 
mental work, and for many of the purposes 
marble and slate are now used, but much 
handapmer than either of these. It. will 
doubtless soon come into extensive use, and 
the supply is abundant here and only awaits 
enterprise and capital to build up an exten. 
sive and profitable business. 

Gold mining is also again receiving Satten- 
tion in this section. The Barry Mine is 
being re-opened by a Mr. Simpson of Buffalo 
N. Y., who will take a quantity of rock to 
Buffalo to be tested by the smelting process. 
Mr. Simpson says that if this experiment is 
successful a furnace will be erected at the 
mine, 

D. Williams, Eeq., M. E. has been spend.

The Massacre at Bissao. 

The little island of Bissao has just wit- 
nessed the massacre of nearly every man in 
the Portuguese ‘garrison, over 400 souls fall- 
ing victims to the assault of 6,000 native 
warriors. In the history of the West Coast 
of Africa no tragedy vof equal proportions 
is recorded in which the whites were van- 
quished, 

‘Bissao is at the mouth of the Geba River, 
a little. south of French Senegambia. In 
1888, when the scrambie tor Africa was at 
its height, Portugal, by a little trading with 
France, secured permission to occupy about 
17,000 square miles of territory on the main- 
land watered by the Geba River and oppo- 
site the Bisagos archipelago. This little 
region, which, with Portugal's possessions 
turther south isnow known as Portuguese 
Guinea, is a fertile, well-watered country, 
with a population of not more than 150,000 
people and an annual trade of avout $500,- 
000, Bissao, which is the largest of the 
Bisagos Islands, has a fort at ive east end 
commanding the entrance into the river 
that forms the trade route into the country. 
There is no Portuguese settlement except at 
the east end of the island, and the fort, 
which had a garrison of a few score of Por- 
tuguese troops and about 400 native soldiers, 
was doubtless the scene of the tragedy. 

At Lisbon the Governor 0; Portuguese 
Guinea is blamed for the disaster, and it is 
said he will be removed at once. The fort 
on Bissao was his residence, and in attack- 
ing that point the natives struck at the seat 
of government. Only about 600 natives live 
at Bissao, and as the force of hostiles is re- 
ported to be ten times that number, most of 
the rebellious blacks must have come from 
the mainland and the neighboring islands. 
The islanders are skillful boatmen, and have 
the reputation of being formidable enemies. 
In the days of the slave trade these natives 
were of great service as slave catchera to 
the white outlaws engaged in the business. 
For years after the civilized world began its 
war on the trade British cruisers never left 
the neighborhood of the Bisagos Islands. 

We are likely to hear that Portuguese 
misrule is responsible for the massacre at 
Bigsao ; and this is not the only quarter in 
Africa where the native populace have little 
love for their Portuguese rulers. If the 
siill unwritten stories told by travellers re- 
turning from Angola are ture, a spirit of 
discontent and hatred, which may some day 

ring disaster, is smouldering in the breasts 
of the natives.

When she pulled it in, it lay « 
moment whimpering in the bottom ot the 
boat, and then curled up and went to sleep, 
The missionaries there have tried to teach 
the natives to wear clothes, and to sleep in 
huts; but, so tar, the traveller says, with 
very limited success. The most shelter a 
Patagonian can endure isa little heap of 
rocks, or a log to the windward of him; as 
for clothes, he despises them, and he is in- 
different to ornaments. 


It takes occasional contact with such 
people as the Patagonianus to keep usin mind 
that civilization is the mere cultivation of 
our wants, and that the higher it/is the 
more our necessities are multiplied, | until, 
if we are rich enough, we get enerva 
luxury, and the young men come im 
carry us out. 

We want so many, many things, it seems 
a pity that those simple Patagonians could 
not send missionaries to us to show us how 
to do without. Must the wants of the body 
shelter, clothing, and food—be cultivated 
first, before the capacities of the soul can be 
developed and gratified ? Doubtless the 
missionaries know their business, and «are 
going about it the right way ; yet all the 
same it seems odd that the rudiments of a 
taste for brown-stone fronts and brocade 
and terrapin should be cultivated as a fit 
preliminary to Christianity, Count Tolstoi,

Feeding Fiery Monsters in the Stoke-Hole: 


In the stoke-hole, of the ocean greyhound, 
one leaves behind the formal and mathema-

But 
when in command and the onus of starting 
out on a course of his own fell upon him, he

Prince Napoleon posted as an advanced 
democrat from 1848 to December, 1851. He 
belonged to the extreme democratic opposi 
tion, was the intimate friend of Victor Hugo 
and his sons, visited the latter when they; 
were in prison fora given offense, offered to_ 

himself and sit behind a table on the most | 

blic of the boulevards to offer their pro- 
ibited papers for sale, and on the night of 
the fateful Dec. 3 called on Victor Hugo to 
urge him to makea counter coup d’etatand to 
save Louis Napolecn and the name of Bona- 
parte from being eventually execrated and 
put toshame. He knew a republican police 
commissioner and two generals’ They would 
carry, if Vicar Hugo told them to do so, the 
war intothe palace of the Elysee, which was 
only thinking how to attack, anc, not anti- 
cipating an invasion of the palace, had not 
made ready to defend it. Prince Napoleon 
talked also of issuing a manifesto and gettin 
himself arrested. But all his purpose ooz 
out and he became a general of division and 
privy councilor and accepted a pension of 
1,000,000 francs a year of the emperor. Had 
he had the constancy to go into exile and 
stay there in poverty he might have died in 
the Tuileries instead of ina hotel at Rome. 

Prince Napoleon received a military 
training in the school of Ludwigsburg, near 
Stuttgart. When he was 18 his cousin, 
Sophy of Wurtenburg, was married to the 

rince of Orange, later William III. of the 
Netherlands, A sermon followed the nuptial 
ceremony. The preacher dwelt upon the 
services of the house of Orange to Europe in 
her struggle against Bonaparte, and of the 
noble example of military bravery which 
the royal bridegroom's father gave in fight- 
ing the hordes of France at Waterloo. 
Prince Napoleon, as nephew of the king, 
was in a foremost place, He started up and 
said : 

‘‘Is it possible that the minister of 
France sits here quietly when such things 
are said. Since he does not get upand leave, 
I go away.” 

As he afterward confessed himself in love 
with the bride, he was perhaps glad of the 
opportunity to burst out, She remained 
his friend to the end of her sad life.

Before the coup d'etat the 
czat insisted on the Princess Mathilde al- 
lowing him 50,000 francs a year ont of the 
nsion which the czar ordered Prince 
midoff to pay her--an order coupled with 
the condition that he was never to go within 
200 miles of the place where she lived. 

Prince Napoleon had some fine virtues. 
He had a horror of jobbery. Though he 
lived when young on women, he was never 
known tocome by money dishonestly. His 
opportunities to rob on a gigantic scale under 
the empire were endless. It is certain that 
he did not profit by them, and he was fierce- 
ly the enemy of any public servant to whose 
hands the money of the state stuck. He was 
a kind, obliging friend, and constantly used 
his influence to save from prison men who 
wrote too freely for the papers. Another 
virtue was the love of material order. He 
was physically brave, and had the kind of 
conrage which shows itself in plain, frank 
speech. His political ideal was democratic 
republicanism. His two sons were ht 
by him that they had no right to any public 
distinctions, but because of their name many

gone, and spoke of him aa a fancy-man-who 
accepted money from the vilest of human 
beings. « He enjoined on: Primce Louis, in 
his will, to be the’conservVator Of the Bona- 
parte tradition and bequeathed him and 
the lrincess Letitia all the Frenctr 
code, enabled him té leave away from 
Victor, whose name is not mentioned in that 
document.

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CATERPILLAR PLAGE®. 


‘Take Possession of n Ratlway 
* Track and Peiay Trafic. 


Cnarvorre, N. C., May 7.—The Caroline 
Central trainmen have been having a pecul- 
jar experience with caterpillars. East of 
Lamberton the railroad gocs through the 
“big swamp” om treatlework, broken here 
and there by embankments of earth. Last 
Tuesday an army of caterpillars began mov 
ing out of the swamp, and when they reach- 
ed the streams over which the trestles carry 
the rails they mazsed on the railroad, and 
proceeded to cross on the tresties. The rails 
and ties were covered inches deep with the 
moving mass, and the first train that en- 
countered them was brought to a standstill, 
the driving wheel of the engine slipping 
around as if the rails had been oiled.

George D. Dickson, of Belleville, 
passes away.

George Dean Dickson, Q. C., whose death 
has been expected for several weeks, passed 
peacefully away at twenty minutes to eleven 
o'clock this morning at his residence on Pin- 
acle St. Yesterday he revived sufficiently to 
recognize his family around him when. he 
again fell into a stupor from which he never 
awoke, For the last three years the deceased 
has been in a delicate state of health from 
overwork, anda three month’s trip abroad 
did not tend to materially build up his shat.

He also took s course at Albert 
College, from which he graduated with 
honors. He was called to the bar in 1864 
and was created aQ, C. by the Dominion 
overoment in 1887.

British Parliament. 


That the stock exchange is not an accurate 
thermometer of a nation’s prosperity was 
illustrated by the budget submitted to the 
House of Commons last Thursday by Mr. 
Goschen, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
In spite of the low prices of stocks, it seems 
that the English nation has never been so 

rosperous. At the beginning of the year 

r. Goschen estimated a surplus of fourteen 
millions. This increase in the surplus came 
despite an increase in expenditures. A 
million dollars more'than was estimated was 
expended in Ireland, largely upon the relief 
works to furnish employment to the victims 
of the famine. An additional million was 
expended upon the Post-Office Department, 
chiefly in increasing the wages of the em- 
ployees. ‘‘ The Government,” said Mr. 
Goschen, amid cheers, ‘‘ does not believe 
that the cheapest labor is the best.” For 
the coming year the Government does not 
propose to reduce the dutics, but, instead, 
to appropriate ten millions dollars to free 
education, When we come to consider the 
source of the surplus, the cause for congra- 
tulation seems less certain. Toa large degree 
it came from the increased consumption of 
beer and spirits. While the population had 
increased but one per cent., the con- 
sumption of beer had increased four 
per cent., and the consumption of rum 
twelve per cent. As Mr. Goschen hum- 
orously a it, ** the nation had been drink- 
ing itself into affluence.” In an impor- 
tant sense it is of course true that the in- 
creased consumption of these commodities 
meant, net the increase of England's wealth, 
but the increase of England’s want. Yet Mr. 
Goschen was undoubtedly right when he 
said that this increased consumption of li 
quor was the effect of prosperity, even 
though it may be a cause of adversity.

Razors. 


The finest es of razors are so delicate 
that even the famous Damascus sword 
blades cannot equal them in texture. It 
It is not penceeny known that the grain of 
a Swedish razor is so sensitive that its 
general direction is changed after a short 
service. When you buy a fine razor the 
grain runs from the upper end to to the 
outer point in a diagonal direction. toward 
the handle. Constant strapping will twist 
the steel until the grain appears to +e 
straight up and down. Subsequent use will 
drag the grain outward from the edge, so 
that after steady use for several months the 
fibre of the steal covepies & position exaetly 
the reverse of that which it did on the day 
of purchase. The process also affects the 
temper of the blade, and when the grain 
sets from the lower and outer point toward 
the back, you have a razor which cannot be 
kept in conditios even by the most con 
scientious barber. Bat here's another curi- 
ous freak that will sake place in the «ame 
tool ; Leave the ravor alone for a month or 
two, and when you take it np you will find 
that the grain has asvamed its first position.

The most un- 
welcome news as to fruit is that the 
black knot has made serious ravages in 
plum and cherry orchards; in some 
by their owners. Farm stock came 
ugh the winter in good general 
health, but not in prime condition. 
Horses fared worse; strangles, influ- 
enza and other disorders are mentioned. 
All grains are roported scarce, but hay 
is 80 low-priced as to be adrug in the 
market. Heavy losses are reported 
among bees,ranging from § to 75 per cent.

ormerly possessed large estates in the pro- 
vinces of Volhynia ee Padolien. He hada 
penchant for cards, and in a few years after 
his father’s death found that he had spent 
all his immense fortune, and was so deeply 
in debt that he was obliged to sell most of 
| his land, with. the exception of one small 
estate, Mr. Krukowrki had always been 
rather eccentric, and in his youth had been 
very fondof literature of a sensational charac- 
ter, Finding that he had not enough to live 
upon in onmafort he resolved to turn high- 
wayman, Aceordingly His coachman/two of 
his men servants, and severul labourers on 
his estate were pressed into his service. 
Many were the bold robberies that he 
and hie band gommitted, even on the out- 
skirts of such towns as Luszk and Dubno. 
But they alwaysmenaged to escape the police. 
No poor person in trouble ever appealed to 
Kru vee in vain, for his well-fil ed purse 
was always open, and it is stated that he 
probably gave away more in charity than 
any one person in Russia. Upon one occa- 
sion it is related that a lady, whose property 
was seized, and about to be sold by her 
creditors, received upon the day before the 
sale a large packet, which contained all the 
receipts forher debts, and Krukowski’s visit- 
ing card enclosed. This is the only one of 
the many tales which are toldof the brigand’s 
generosity. One of bis firm rules was that 
no blood should ever be shed, and not one 
single death can be attributed ta Krukowski. 
The police had, years ago, given up hope of 
capturing the brigand, who possessed the 
advantage of having the sympathy of the 
people on his side, but he was recently cap- 
tured by treachery.

Murder on an Atlantic Liner,

down to the steerage, and the captain on the 
bridge summoned the police, who were sta- 
tioned on the wharf, alongside which the 
Eider was lying. The first bell warning the 
passengers to embark was rung as the bodies 
were hurriedly removed from the ship and 
then to the morgue. The blood streaming 
upon the deck was quickly washed up, and 
the Eider sailed only 15 minutes late. A 
most disagreeable sensation was caused 
throughout the ship among the passengers 
and crew. The murderer and suicide proved 
to be Philip Ohnacher, while the woman is 
Mrs. Catherine Barth, a married woman with 
two children, the couple having eloped to the 
United States from Gernsheim, in the pro- 
vince of Rheinhessen, Germany, about two 
months ago. Ohnacher was a soldier, and let- 
ters found upon his body indicate that the 
woman had induced him to elope to America. 
The woman then seems to have recovered 
from her infatuation, and the couple quar- 
relled constantly. —

Ship railways have for a long time been 
discussed ‘as possible substitutes for canals 
at some points. Even when the Panama 
railroad was proposed, a suggestion to make 

Fully a 
quarter of & century ago such a structure 
through the south of France, from the Med- 
iterranean to the Bay of Biscay, war also 

| proposed, so that vessels might not need 
to pass through the Straits of Gibraltar, and 
could avoid the whole journey around the 

Iberian peninsula. In 1882 the principal 
scheme of thissorc, that of Capt J. B. Eads, 
who held a concession from Mexico, was 
proposed in our own Congress. This enter- 

Prise, which by its discussiofi in the press 
and before legislative committees really made 
the subject of ship railways first gener- 
ally known, proposed to build such a 
structure from a point on the Coatzacoalcos 
River to the Pacific. Much then was said for 
and against the scheme, and it was clear 
that the general practicability of such. pro- 
jects was mixed up in the controversy with 

| the udvantages and disadvant of this 
particular scheme. In the fireh jase there 
was the question of subsidy, or of the ve 
large Government guarantee. Then there 
was the doubt as to allowing such a project 
tobecome arival of the Nicaraguan canal 
enterprise, so diverting the chances of 
success for the latter. Then there were 
engineering difficulties, founded on the fact 
that the great mountain backbone interfered 
with the easy grades and straight lines, 
which were necessary unless other devices 
were resorted to at great cost. 

But the obstacles of mountains like the 
Cordillerras, and other drawbacks, like the 

| danger of earthquakes, which would present 

| themselves to a ship railway undertaken at 
Tehuantepec or in Central America would, 
of coures, be lacking in the case of the Chig- 
necto railway. Besides, the entire length 
of tie latter railway is only seventeen miles, 
while, what is of still greater consequence, 
the difference in level between the two ends 
is only about 47 feet, ancl the grade presents 
no difficulties. On the other hand the 
Georgian Bay railroad would be nearly four 
times as long as the Chignecto, and would 
have heavier grades,. The Eads project con- 
templated an air line of 130 miles, or near] 
eight times ax much as the Chignecto, wit 
a very high elevation and a grade which at 
the maximum was to be 105 feet to the 
mile. 

The Chignecto Bay project, theretore, has 
the merit of trying an interesting experi- 
ment on « much simpler and less costly 
seale, The hydraulic ifts and machinery, 
which by this time must have reached Haii- 
fax from England, are cesigned to raise out 
of the water a vessel weighing 2,000 tons. 
The lift is thus described in an English 
technical paper : 

It works in a small dock the exact size of 
the lift, with masonry walls. There are on 
each side 20 hydraulic rams, of 25-inch 
diamete?. On the top of the ram isa cross 
head, from which hang two links joined at 
their lower end with immense iron girders, 
forming a ‘‘ gridiron,” 235 feet long and 60 
feet wide. When a ship isto be lifted the 
gridiron is allowed to rest on the bottom of 
the dock and the vessel floated immediately 
over it. Then, by the raising of the rams, 
the gridiron is lifted, and being fitted with 
a cradle suited to the ship, it rests on them, 


| being wedged up on either side pretty much 


in the same way as a craft ready for launch- 
ing. With this mechanism a vessel of 
240 feet length and 60 feet width, 
drawing 16 feet, and weighing in all 2,000 
tons, may be lifted 40 feet in 20 minutes, A 
double line of rails is laid on the gridiron, 
and it ison this that the cradle is fitted.

Dear Epiror: 
Then we come to Ballymena, one of the 


So *inen"’ towns of Antrim County. 
Tt has between eight and nine thousand in- 
habitants, a beautiful cross shaped church

HE COES TO THE CALLOWS VERY 
COOLLY. 


BeuLevitie, May 21.—James Kane 
| was hanged in the jail yard here this 
morning for the murder of his wife, 
| which took place in this city on the 23rd 
of March last. There was a large num- 
| ber of people present, mostly composed 
|of newspaper men and professional 
gentlemen. Among the latter was W. 
| C. Mikel, who so ably defended the 
| prisoner at the time of his trial. Un- 
| like most other places,no person except 
relatives, of whom.there was only one, 
| his daughter, was allowed to see Kane. 
|The press representatives, local and 
foreign, were not allowed to see him at 
| all, and did not until he came forth to 
| the gallows. 
The prisoner had kept up a cheerful 
| mood ever since his incarceration and 
| was only too anxious for the hour of 
| execution toarrive. Yesterday evenin 
an altar was erected in his cell, an 
about 7.30 the clergymen arrived,when 
the prisoner partook of communion and 
| joined heartily in the prayers that were 
| said. His daughter was present at this 
service, She was ap only child and 
was very much esteemed. She was 
completely broken down ani the _part- 
ing was a very solemn scene, although 
she was permitted to see her father 
again in the morning. 

All having departed, Guard McGraw, 
who has been the death watch since the 
sentence of death was passed, resumed 
his position. At 12o’clock the con- 
demned man went to bed and slept 
soundly until 4 this morning, at which 
hour his daughter arrived and stayed 
with him until 7.15. . His spiritual 
advisers arrived about 5 o'clock and 
remained until 7,after which the doom- 
ed man’s breakfast was brought in. It 
consisted of ham and eges, of which he 
ate heartily, washing it down with a 
cup of coffee. 


THE HANGMAN, 


The hangman, Radgjiffe, who is now 
known as the “Jack Ketch” of Canada, 
arrived yesterday afternoon and took 
up his quarters at the jail. He looked 
as cool asa cucumber. Since the hang- 
ing of Birchall, Radcliffe has shaved off 
his whiskers, and looks anything but an 
executioner,although he evidently seems 
to enjoy his profession. 

About 6.30 this morning people com- 
menced to assemble round the jail, and 
by 8 o’clock there wasa large number 
of people present, but many of them 
were sadly disappointed. At about 8.15 
those who were to witness the execution 
were admitted to the jail yard, and took 
ground opposite the gallows, which was 
erected in a small enclosure on the wo- 
men’s side of the jail yard at the west 
end. The same frame was used as that 
in the hanging of Davis, nearly a year 
ago. The procession to the gallows 
commenced at 8.20. It was headed by 
Sheriff Hope and his deputy ; then came 
Dr. Chamberlain, Inspector of Prisons, 
Toronto, Jailor Appleby and then the 
prisoner with a leather girdle around 
higarme. Of all present he was perhaps 
the coolest, walking between Fathers 
O’Brien and Connelly with a firm step, 
repeating after them the prayers and 
taking his stand under the gallows, 
which he surveyed critically. He shook 
hands with the clergy and the jail 
officials. 
| Inasomewhat tremulous voice he 
| said : “I wish to thank the officials of 
| the jail and particularly Mr. Appleby, 
| the jailer. for his kindnest to me.”

Then the black cap was drawn over 
| his head, and the last words uttered by 
| him were: “ May God have mercy on 
} my soul.” At the words of the Lord's 
| Prayer. “ Deliver us from evil,” the rope 
| was cut, and the weight, 360 pounds, 
| dropped. The body was jerked about 
| six feet in the air, almost turning a 
| somersault. The unfortunate man 
| writhed terribly and gave forth sounds 
from his mouth that were heartrending 
to all who witnessed the execution. He 
continued to breath for nearly five min- 
utes, but struggled hard for about two 
minutes. The body was not cut down 
| for nearly half an hour afterwards,when 
| it was lowered into a very nice coffin, 

and buried in the jail yard. When the 
black cap was removed the unfortunate 
} man looked quite natural, the face show- 
ing not the slighest expression of suffer- 
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| ing, although death was caused by strang- 
, ulation. The doctors present were Drs. 
J. J. Farley, jail physician, and Jones, 
of Marmora. 
Kane was a very robust man, about 
_ 5 feet 3 inches in height, and weighed 
| about 160 pounds, and was 82 years of 
; age. The general opinion of those as- 
| sembled was that the hangman made a 
| bungle of the job, The writer has wit- 
| nessed many executions, but this is the 
| first one where the doomed man’s legs 
were not bound,

HOW STARS ARE FORMED. 


This is an_idea which has lately been sug- 
gested, and “ evo to it here, because it ap- 
pears to make clear a t man ints on 
which children even of aan srowsh have 
been long puzzled. ; 

The idea, in its most general form, is that 
the bodies which shine in space, whether 
nebulw, comets, stars, planets or moons, all 
start in the same way. For the rtarting 
point, it is imagined that they all consist of 
the little particles to which I have referred, 
far apart,and not in very rapid movement. 
Collisions take place between these par- 
ticles, and give rise to light as the striking 
of a flint against a steel gives rise to light. 
The light at first is dim, because the colli- 
sions are not numerous, but in timéthelittle 
particles condense toward a centre which, 
therefore, becomes brighter because the par- 
ticles are then nearer together, clashing to- 

ther ofcener, and, therefore, developing a 

er amount of heat and light. 

n this way we pass from what we see in 
the heavens as patches of milk-white light 
called nebulw, to other bodies even hotter 
than our sun ; and when the stage is reach- 
ed in which we see specks of light merely, 
and deal with ‘‘ stars” properly so-called, 
we geta hot body which increases in tem- 


eS of 


the centre, until the motion of all of them 
bas been changed into heat, and a ball of 
vapor results, very, very hot, 

As soon as the supply of heat ceases, the 
mass begins to cool. Our sun is sucli a cool-’ 
ing mass. The cooling goes on till at last a’ 
body, such as our own earth, is formed. j 
This is why it is that the chemical compo- 
sition of the sun and earth areso similar. 


easily explain the colors of all the stars. 
Each ~~ of heat ina star has its own 
special color. It is true that sometimes very 
nearly the same color is produced at two 
different stages of heat, but apart from this, | 
we know that very white stars are at the 
condition of their greatest heat, and that! 
yellow stars are cooler, though some are old, 
some young ; and that very red, but especi- 
ally Sood ted, starg are tottering on the 
verge of invisibility, having run through all | 
their changes. 

VARIABLE. STARS. 


So far we have considered that the quan- | 
tity of light given out by a star depends ; 
upon its age, soto speak. But this is not! 
all: In some cases stars, although we do 
not see them as double stars, are really 
double, and this causes them to vary their 
light. We may imagine one swarm of | 
colliding and light-giving bodies going round | 
another ; and it the swarms are not always | 
the same distance arart, and there is good | 
reason why they sould not be, they will at! 
times, so to speak, intermingie, and then 
there will be more opportunity for clashings, | 
and therefore, more light will be given out. | 
The star will be what is called a ‘‘ variable 
star,” and the waxing and waning of the 
light will be regular, if we are dealing with 
two swarms only, or irregular, if we are | 
dealing with more. : 

Not only so; the iwo swarms which con- 
sisted of separate particles in the first in- 
stance will eventually become bodies like 
the sun, and go on until both have become 
cooling bodies, one of them, perhaps, cooler 
than the other. Then it may so happen 
that the cooler body will come between our 
earth and the brighter one, and stop some 
of its light in the same way that our moon 
stops the light of the sun from reaching the 
earth in a solar eclipse. 

These, then, are some of the points about 
stars on which facts are being ecoumulated, 
so that it is certain that the more our know- 

increases, the more the majesty of the 
universe of which each of ‘us forms a part 
will berevealed. 

It should please the youth of America to 
t, | know that a noble American lady is at the 
present time doing more than all the rest 
of the world put together, to bring the facts 
of star-life before us; and there is little 
doubt that when the “‘ Henry Draper Memo- 
rial” is ted, what the stars really are 
will be far better known. At present we 
are looking through many glasses darkly.

While the operations of the company would 
be of great benefits to Three Rivera they 
would inflict great injury upon the whole | 
Canadian cattle trade, in case they led the | 
British Government to schedule our cattle 
in British ports on the same terms as 
American cattle. It is, in fact, reported 
that the Minister of Agriculture has been 
officially advised from England that this 
would be done, in which case the duty of 
our Government is plain. 


During # period of ten years ending last 
December A number of European immi- 
grants who landed at American ports was 
5,246,613, and if to this number were added 
the uncounted immigrants entering the Re- 

ublic by way of Canada the total, it is be- 
fieved, would be found to be between six 
and seven millions. The immigration from 
Italy and Russia has become heavy, it is 
learned, only within a short time. The 
year 1882 was that of the largest immigra- 
tion, the record showing 788,992 arrivals. 
The New York Sun says, however, that 
there is reason to believe that the influx 
during the present year will be found to ex- 
ceed that af any previous one.

The Presentment made by the Grand Jury 
to Judge Rose, at the close of the Belleville 
Assizes, the other day, takes strong ground 
in support of the view that the Grand Jury 

stem has outlived its usefulness and 
should give place to some better agency for 
the accomplishment of its purpose. The 
summing up of the defects in the system is 
certainly forcible. Admitting that the sys- 
tem is venerable through age, and was in 
former times adapted to secure the end in 
view, the Presentment claims that it does 
not now perform the functions originally 
pertaining to it, and that the special func- 
tion which still remaine to it, that of pre- 
liminary inquest, could be better performed 
by. some other agency. It proceeds as 
follows :— 

Not only his counsel but the accused him- 
self is debarred from being present at the 
ex-parte enquiry, while as to evidence, for 
the most part persons composing the Grand 
Jury without professional advice are unable 
to distinguish what is or is ee 
evidence. An innocent person may thus 
made subject to the stigma of a jury's find- 
ing and suffer more the harm thus in- 
flicted than actual guilt would’ demand as 
punishment.
